Eaturalisi) who has of late beem mak­ 
ing: a studv of a new s])ecies of horse, 
speeiinens of wliieh are now resident, 
at Woburn abbew. where thev have 
been domiciled by the duke of Bed­ 
ford. 
l i would .-vem that some 20 years 
gone by a ci nain Col. Przewalski (-ame 
across a horse in the desitu'ts of Mon­ 
golia which was duly dubbed ‘T'rze- 
walskbs hor^e,*' in honor of its dis­ 
coverer. 
From the first naturalists 
suspected that this horse was a spe­ 
cies distinct of itself, a^.d, tlurcfore, 
not a mere variety of the ordinary 
wild horse. 
Only one ?])cciinen was obtained. 
Later on others came to hand, and 
from an examination of the cardinal 
points of the animal the idea of its 
distinct nature was strengthened. 
The duke of Bedford hasae<|uircd 
12 colts of Przcwabki's horse. There­ 
fore. English zoologists will have the 
opportunity of studying the new horse 
in the llesh. 
The eolts are described as having 
been born last year. 
I'liey rest inbie 
ponies rather than horses, and the 
opinion is expressed that in size the 
mature creature will not exhibit large 
proportions'. 
The muzzles arc white in 11 out 
of the 12 colts at Woburn. The ears 
are short, and the tails Mr. Leydekker 
describes* as being well provided with 
hair to near the roots. 
There are, 
however, variations to be noted in the 
conformation of the tail. 
The winter coat is of a dun hue, 
while darker color prevails o-n 
the 
front of the legs. 
IMane and tail are 
also dark colored. 
The iii'ane stands 
upright, buttendingto fall over. The 
forelock k not well developed, nor 
is the dark stripe along the back seen 
in the horse family at hirge 
well 
marked. 
The callosities or horny 
excres­ 
cences seen on the legs of horsc'S and 
asses exist in the case of Przewalski's 
horse on both fore and hind limbs. 
With regard to hoofs, these are noted 
to be of the larger proportions which 
distinguish the 'hoi'ses from the ass 
tribe. 
' Taking the whole history of this 
horse into account as far as it can be 
detailed at present, the opinion may 
•be held that, as Mr. Lydekker puts it,, 
the ordinary wild horse, thelviangor 
¡Asiatic wild horse, and Przewalstd’s 
horse constitute of themselves the 
true horses, w^hile the ordinary asses 
and zebras, with the Afri*can wild ass, 
form a second and different group of 
the family. 
In these true horses a 
shoulder stripe is usually wanting, 
m also are dark markings on the legs.

A Curious Instrument for a Curious Pur­ 
pose—How One Is Made.

instrument for registering the curves 
formed by the combined action of two 
or more ])eiuiu!ums. A single pendu­ 
lum suspended from a bearing that 
permits free motion in all directions 
can be made to traeca beautiful spiral 
curve, diminishing towards the cen­ 
ter or point of rest. The nature and 
delicacy of the spiral deyxnds upon 
the weight and length of the penJu- 
lum, and upon the amount of friction 
at the point of sus})eiisioii. 
Suppose tliat from the ‘d)ob" of one 
pendulum a second is hung. 'Fhe mo­ 
tion now ])ecome^ very complicated, 
because each ])endulum has to adapt 
itself to the other. By registeringthe 
comprumi-se, or composite motion, we 
obtain a beautiful curve known as a

As a lieutenant 
in the army of Frederick the ( ireathe 
was in most of the earlier wars; but 
ten years later a catastrophe overtook 
him. He was with Gen. von Belling’s 
army in Poland in 1770, his grade 
then being that of major. 
Belling’» 
cruelties w’ere such that Frederick 
wrote to him: “Your troops have 
done nothing but pillage, and have 
covered 
the 
army with shame. 
Blucher’s regiment had made itself so 
notorious in the evil work that the 
king called for a list o f the officers. 
“They are not hussars,” he said, angri­ 
ly, “but g}’psies.” 
His 
majesty 
singled out Maj. Blucher, with Lieut 
Recen, 
for 
special 
punishment. 
Both w'ere cashiered, with prohibition 
to wear uniform. Both officers made 
many efforts to recover tlieir position 
and Recen succeeded. But to Blucher 
the king showed himself pitiless 
On one of the dismissed major’s peti­ 
tions he wrote the following margin­ 
al note: 
“Let Maj. Blucher go to

.” Not until the accession 
of Frederick William II. did Blucher 
get back into the army, wffiich after­ 
ward idolized him as “Marshal For­ 
ward.”— Pall Mall Gazette.

Owls’ Heads, Snakes and Goblin-Like Fish 
Among Designs. 
Jewelry of the most original kind 
is occupying the attention of I ’aris, 
says the London Leader; 
queerly- 
shaped rings and brooches are being 
eagerly sought after, and the old- 
fasliioned gold filigree work promises 
to be in great favor. xVmong the most 
unique designs is a ])laque de cou 
shaped to the neck about four inches 
long and 
wide. It is of gold filigree 
work, rather open-spaced, the inter­ 
stices ’being filled in with strange 
translucid enamel exactly of the shade 
of green sea water. Incriisted upon 
this are two weird goblin-like fish—• 
one dark green, the other pale violet 
—their scales outlined in cloisonne 
gold, the eyes and the head being 
studded with irregular shaped pieces 
of pearls, opals and Chrysoprases. 
There are several hair combs of won­ 
derful design also. 
One is formed of 
two dull silver storks craning their 
necks upward around a large slab of 
mother-o’-pearl, taken from the inner 
part of an oyster shell, and called 
a 
souillure de perle, in which three in­ 
cipient pearls are seen to be forming. 
The teeth of the comb are of carved 
ivory. 
Another ivory comb has a 
hydra rising angrily in a golden spray 
of seven snakes’ heads. 
There are also strange and wonder­ 
ful rings of sulphur-tin ted silver, 
wrought in desingns of owls’ heads, 
of angels with folded or outstretched 
wings, or of huge, uncanny spiders, 
set with pearls, turquoises, amethysts 
or moonstones in ex(|iiisitc tonality 
of colors. 
There are brooches, too, 
and buttons in sets of transparent sca 
green enamel, across which lines of 
silver seaweed, swaying in the tide, 
are represented encircling some pre­ 
cious pearl. 
A brooch re}» reMmting 
a golden fan studded with five large, 
round opals forms a gorgeous back­ 
ground to the dark head of an Egyp­ 
tian slave, carved out of black onyx.

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THE LONG JUJU FOUND. 


The Fetich Mo st Dreaded by West AfncaD 
Tribes. 
Thc‘ British exjXHlition to Aro, back 
of the Gu inea coast, reports iliaiii has 
discovered the ‘“long ju ju /’ says the 
St. James’ Gazette. The ‘‘long ju ju *' 
is a ieticii or object of wu ithip, of 
which little is known beyond tiie fact 
that it is the fetich most dreaded by 
West African tiibes. 
The terrorism 
wTich the Arcs have lu ng exercised 
oyer the neighboring tribes has been 
du e in great measu re to their gu ar­ 
dianship of the ^‘long ju ju .” 
Maj. 
Mockler Ferryman, in liis work on 
‘‘British West Africa,” states that the 
su preme ju ju cou rt was said by some 
to be at the town of Bendi, bu t that 
the head priests alone were aware of 
the exact locality, and the secret was 
gu arded most jealou sly. 
“ The ac­ 
cou nts given of the place,” he says, 
“vary very considerably, thou gh it ap­ 
pears certain that it is the cou rt of 
final ordeal to w’hich all cases that the 
local ju ju men, for one reason or an­ 
other, do not wish to decide are re­ 
ferred. 
The threat of ‘long ju ju ’ is 
held over his trading boys by the chief, 
and it being the general opinion that 
there is no retu rn for the person sent, 
the hold thu s es*tablished is tolera­ 
bly complete. 
“ Still, cases occu r of slaves whose 
misdeeds have been repeatedly pu n­ 
ished, and W’hom their master wishes 
to get rid of; the master assembles a 
cou rt of the chiefs, and the offender 
is sentenced to be deported to ‘long 
iu ju ,^ and he then proceeds on his jou r­ 
ney, u nder the care of a ju ju man, 
who, the nat ives affirm, condu cts him, 
blindfolded and by a circu itou s rou te, 
to the fatal spot. * What eventu ally 
takes place has never been divu lged, 
and the popu lar accou nts have prob­ 
ably been spread by the chiefs to over- 
aw^e their slaves. The su preme ju dge ^ 
is said to be a priestess possessed of the 
power of knowing all things. When 
brou ght before her the offender is 
merely told that he can de^part; if 
gu ilty he becomes transfixed to the 
spot, and water gradu ally arises 
arou nd him u ntil he is su bmerged. 
Another version is that the place is 
situ ated on an island, and that the vic­ 
tim, on being handed over by his con­ 
du ctor, g o es throu gh some form of 
mock trial, always resu lting in con­ 
viction, whereon he is cast alive into 
a hu ge tank of boiling hu man blood. 
Ju ju men stand arou nd, armed with 
two-edged swords, with which they 
hack the body to pieces and stir u p 
the contents of the tank.”

HEALTH OF MANILANS. 


i*recautio ni 
by 
Ag ainst Germs 
Taken 
Sanitary Department. 
Slowly, qu ietly, bu t. su rely, everj^ 
road to disease in the I ’hilippines is 
to be closely barred. The health spon­ 
sor of Manila, the department of san­ 
itation, has a never-closing eye ev­ 
erywhere observant. Germs, microbes 
and bacilli are not wanted in the Phil­ 
ippines, bu t they are here, says the 
Manila Times, all the same, and the 
watchfu l he-alth department is kept 
bu sy in these days dodging the invis­ 
ible disseminators of fou l disease. 
Eat-catching goes on apace; de- 
molishment of insanitary shacks is a 
V 
daily occu rrence; plagu e camps are 
being establhlied; hou se-to-hou se in­ 
spections, not only by the sanitary in­ 
spectors, bu t by the heads of depart­ 
ments themselves, are rigidly kepi u p, 
and scant ceremony is gone throu gh 
with those occu pants whose ])remists 
are fou nd in an insanitary condition; 
and no possible means of placing llie 
city of Manila in a safe condiliu n as 
regards sanitation are neglected. 
In its general watehiu lncss 
the 
health department has not lost sight 
of the possibilities of disease dissemi­ 
nating in the tonsorial parlors of this 
city, and in their principle of getting 
at the root of it all they have drawn 
u p an ordinance covering ihe o])era- 
iions of barbers’establishments. This 
ordinance provides that all articles 
u sed in these establishments mu st be 
thorou ghly cleansed and sterilized 
after each u se, and that hot water 
mu st be always kept at hand for that 
pu rpose. 
Cloths and towels mu st be 
u sed once, and once only, and boiled 
after each u se, and the innocent-look­ 
ing powder-pu 2 also comes u nder the 
ban. From all of which it will be seen 
that the health department is deter­ 
mined to lo o k after the health of the 
eo anmunity .

Seems to Be Fast Supplanting Tubercu­ 
lo sis as the Mo st Fatal Disease. 
x\Uention has been directed so 
often to coiisu iii})tion as the mu st fa­ 
tal e-nemy of mankind that its close 
rival for the grcwsomc bon or, pneu ­ 
monia, has almost escaped general no­ 
tice. And yet almost, if not qu ite, as 
many deaths in tbe United States are 
cau sed by pneu monia as by tu bercu ­ 
losis, and the disease which is the 
swifter in its deadly work is making 
the rapider growtb. 
The 
United 
States censu s shows that, while con­ 
su mption increased only from 102,- 
19 9 deaths in 18 9 0 to 111,059 in 19 00, 
pneimmnia increased du ring the same 
period from 7 G,49 6 to 105,9 7 1. This 
rate of increase, if su stained, wou ld 
make the deathiS from 
pneiimonia 
this year ju st abou t equ al those from 
tu bercu losis. 
Su pplementary evi­ 
dence is fu rnished from Michigan by 
Dr. C. L. Wilbu r, chief of the division 
of vital statistics. Only one death in 
12 was cau sed by 
tu bercu losis in 
Michigan in 19 01, a mu ch smaller 
mortality than is u su ally attribu tec. 
to that disease, and instead of occu py­ 
ing the place of the most fatal dis­ 
ease consu mption has for two yaara 
been second to pneu monia, thedeaths 
from these two cau ses in 1 9 0 1 being 
2 ,42 1 and 
2 ,9 9 3 respectively.—
